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1 . I AM NOW SCHEDULED TO PRESENT CREDENTIALS MONDAY, 

AUGUST 30, AFTER ONE WEEK IN LUSAKA. NORMAL WAITING TIME 
IS 2 - 3 WEEKS. THE SOVIET AMBASSADOR WHO JUST PRESENTED 
A FEW WEEKS AGO WAITED 21 DAYS. MY PARTICIPATION IN THE 

ROGER S/SCHAIIFF.LF. MEETING WITH KAUNDA ON THE SECOND DAY AFTER 
ARRIVAL WAS CLEARLY EXCEPTIONAL. THERE IS GREAT SENSITIVITY 
HERE ABOUT MY MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT BEFORE MONDAY. 

2. I PRESENTED PROBLEM OF NEED TO SEE THE PRESIDENT PER 
INSTRUCTIONS TO MARK CHONA THIS MORNING. HE PLEADED PRESI- 
DENT'S EXTREMELY BUSY SCHEDULE TODAY AND ASKED WHETHER HE 
COULD TAKE THE MESSAGES. I OUTLINED POINTS I WOULD LIKE 

TO TAKE UP WITH PRESIDENT, DESCRIBING OUR SURPRISE WITH WHAT 
APPEARED TO BE THE INCONSISTENCY OF HIS REMARKS YESTERDAY 
AND THE POSITIVE MESSAGE HE HAD GIVEN ROGERS AND SCHAUFELE. 

DID THE PRESIDENT STAND BY THE ENCOURAGEMENT AND WILLING- 
NESS TO SUPPORT OUR INITIATIVE WHICH HE HAD EXPRESSED TO 
THEM? DEPENDENT ON THE ANSWER TO THAT, I SAID I HAD A SECOND 
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3. CHONA WAS QUICK TO REPLY AS FOLLOWS: HE SAID THAT THE 
PRESIDENT HAD MADE IT CLEAR TO ROGERS AND SCHAUFELE THAT 
WHILE HE WISHES US WELL AND GAVE US HIS BLESSINGS, THE FIGHT- 
ING WOULD CONTINUE UNTIL THE APPROPRIATE COMMITMENTS HAD 
BEEN MADE FOR SETTLEMENTS IN RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA. 

PRESIDENT KAUNDA HAD TOLD THE SECRETARY THAT BECAUSE OF THE 
BREAKDOWN OF THE EARLIER EFFORTS AT PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT HE 
HAD CHOSEN THE PATH OF WARFARE. THIS POSITION HAD NOT BEEN 
ABANDONED AND WOULD NOT BE FOR THE TIME BEING. THE REFERENCE 
TO DOUBLE DEALING HE SAID WAS A VERY SPECIFIC ONE RELATING 

TO NAMIBIA AND THE ACTIONS THERE OF COUNTRIES WHICH WHILE 
SUPPORTING THE 1966 GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION TERMINATING 
SOUTH AFRICA'S MANDATE, AT THE SAME TIME PERMITTED THEIR 
COMPANIES TO SIGN LEGAL INSTRUMENTS WITH THE SAG RELATING 
TO NAMIBIA. ONE COUNTRY, HE SAID. WAS CONTRIBUTING SUB- 
STANTIAL FINANCIAL SUPPORT TO SWAPO WHILE AT THE SAME TIME 
EXPANDING ITS EXPLOITATION OF URANIUM IN NAMIBIA. THE 
DOUBLE DEALING REMARKS WAS DEFINITELY NOT DIRECTED AT 
PRESENT US INITIATIVE. CHONA SAID THAT NO EARLIER THAN THIS 
MORNING THE PRESIDENT HAD EXPRESSED HIS FAITH AND HOPES IN 
THE INITIATIVES FOLLOWING FROM THE SECRETARY'S LUSAKA SPEECH. 
NOTHING IN THE PRESIDENT'S SPEECH YESTERDAY SHOULD BE TAKEN 
AS A RESERVATION TO THIS SUPPORT. 

4. IN VIEW OF THIS, I SAID, WE WISHED TO EXPLORE THE 
POSSIBILITIES OF PRESSING AHEAD WITH THE INITIATIVE. AS 

ROGERS AND SCHAUFELE HAD MENTIONED, DEPENDING ON THE RESULTS 
OF THEIR CONSULTATIONS DURING THIS TRIP. THE SECRETARY MAY 
BE MEETING WITH VORSTER. HE IS ALSO CONSIDERING THE POS- 
SIBILITY OF A TRIP TO AFRICA DURING THE SECOND TWO WEEKS OF 
SEPTEMBER IN WHICH HE WOULD VISIT A NUMBER OF AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES. EXACT PLANS WILL HAVE TO WAIT TILT. A LATER DATE 
BUT WE NEED TO KNOW NOW WHETHER ONE OR MORE VISITS WITH 
PRESIDENT KAUNDA DURING THOSE TWO WEEKS IS AGREEABLE. 

5. I SAID I WOULD BE GLAD TO DISCUSS THIS IN SOMEWHAT MORE 
DETAIL WITH THE PRESIDENT IF HE FELT IT DESIRABLE AND USEFUL. 
CHONA PROMISED TO BE BACK IN TOUCH WITH ME SHORTLY. 
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
